Character of the season.—The month of J anuary was practically rain- 
less. The . preparatory tillage in Eastern and Northern Bengal, however, 
‘commenced in time owing to good rainfall in February, which also enabled 
the neue to he commenced in the eastern districts during the course of that. 
month. In the early part of March excessive rain caused the sowings in these 
tracts to be suspended at times. The rainfall in both April and May was 
considerably deficient, ‘with the result that the sowings in the Western districts, 
ti commencing at the usual time, finished as late as the end of June. 
The drought also caused the plants in the eastern districts to flower - pre- 
*‘ maturely, thereby stunting their growth. In the northern districts, however. 

the soil-moisture and general conditions were more favourable, and hence 
these districts show an-increase over last year’s figures. The rainfall in June, 
though below the normal, considerably improved the prospects of the late 
sown crop; the deshi districts being benefited in particular. 

Present state of the crop.—Owing to the excessive rainfall at the begin- 
ning of the season followed by the drought later on, the crop this year does 
not promise to be so good as last year. 

Stocks in hand.—Some of the more important districts report that a 
certain amount of old jute remains in stock.

gent. and thoso to'Chittagong decreased by 49°5 per cent. There was a large 
increase ip all qualities of salt imported to Caloutta with the exception of Port 
Said. Under war conditions, freight was more readily available at Port Said, 
but during the year under report other varieties of salt were able to obtain more 
tonnage. The Collector of Customs reports that imports from Spain might 
have been larger but for the labour troubles at Torrevieja. ‘There were no 
imports to Chittagong from the United Kingdom except table salt in bottles. 
The revenue under the Persian Gulf salt-is due to an excess quantity in 
ship's stores. The imports from Aden -nearly doubled, the increase being by 
312,882. naunds, while those from Port Said fell very largely from 9,65,463

The Report of the Department of Fisheries, Bengal and Bihar and 
Orissa, for the year ending the 31st March 1920. 


Dr. Bain Prasuap, Superintendent of Fisheries, officiated for Mr. South- 
well as Director of Fisheries during the-year under review, when he 
left the department to take up an appointment in the Zoological Survey of ~ 
India. Mr. Southwell whilst on leave resigned his appointment at the close 
of the year. Mr. B. Das, Superintendent of Fisheries, unfortunately died 
at Cuttack on the 24th September 1919. The department thus lost the whole 
of its permanent superior staff during the year. Steps have been taken to 
recruit a qualified Director of Fisheries, and one Superintendent of Fisheries 
has already been appointed. = ee 


2. This state of aflairs proved a severe handicap to the department. / 
Scientific research work suffered wing to *the time taken up in ordinary 
administrative work; and all projects for the development-of the department 
were kept in abeyance pending the then expected return of Mr. Southwell. 
‘The year however gaw the introduction of the experiment of District Fisher 
Officers, which was tried in the three districts of Dacca, Khulna and Puri. 
‘These officers were mainly employed in making a complete survey of fisheries 
and in the initiation of co-operative societies Paenget fishermen. They haye 
made a satisfactory start. Two more such officers have now been appointed. 


3.  Hilsa investigations during the year were bropeht. to an abrupt close, 
by the cyclone of the 24th September 1919. But! it is satisfactory to 
note that the problem of the breeding of carp in confined waters is reported 
to be in process of being solved. The scheme for the establishment of a centre 
for investigations in the culture of carp, which was referred to in the resolu- 
tion on the working of the department for 1918-19, is under the considera- 
tion of Government. During the carp season-of the year under report the 
total number of selected fry supplied to the public by the department 
amounted to 880,500 against 524,000 supplied during the year 1918-19. 
This includes 100,000 supplied free of cost to fishermen jn district of 
Bankura during the fgmine. The fry supplietl by the Department appears 
to be gaining in popularity, but much depends ‘upon the treatment after- 
wards, Purchasers would therefore be well advised to follow: the advice of 
the department contained in a brochure issued by it Teper sing ou treat- 
ment (Bulletin No. 13—‘‘ Notes on Carp Culture in , Bihar and 
Orissa *"). These and other bulletins are issued gratis by the Fishery 
Department. The principal bulletin issued in the year. under report is 
entitled ‘‘ Notes on Estuarine Fisheries in the Sundarbans "’ by Mr. Bonth-

For the purpose of calculating the allowances salary should be as defined 
in article 38 (c) of the Civil Service pec peeere and personal allowances 
should be held to be included in it, but duty allowances should be excluded. 

2. The above scheme will not apply automatically to establishments 
which have been reorganised since the Ist April 1915 and in which the pay 
was fixed with modern economic conditions in view. Such eases will be 
separately reviewed, and it will be decided whether in view of the ' present. 
orders, any allowance is admissible. . 

3. The scheme will apply to the ministerial establishments of the High 
Court of Bengal, the Customs and other Imperial Departments under 
direct control of the Government of Bengal '

The 
increase was mainly due to an all-round increase of pay of the Port Commis- 
sioners’ employées, the grant of a bonus of a month’s pay to clerks, repairs 
to the Commissioners’. buildings, increased cost of stores and the purchase of 
a new motor launch for River Survey work. ‘The capital expenditure from 


the Port Fund during the year amounted 


to Rs. 2,62,348. 


Assets and Liabilities.—The value of the Port Commissioners’ proper- 
ties, as estimated gn the 31st March 1920, stands at Rs. 50,61,491, and the 
liabilities, excluding loans from Government. for revtment work, at 
Rs. 1,27,942.

‘The beginning of March was too wet 
in Eastern and Northern Bengal, and April and May, on the other hand, 
pom to be too dry for Western Bengal. Consequently the sowings which 

" began at the usual’ time finished very late, the operations being delayed a 
good deal all through these months. "For these reasons the early sown crop 
was sO much affected in places,that a lar, ea. Irad to be re-sown later. 
Good. weathek conditions, however, prevailed during June. This helped for 
a time the growth of the crop and enabled further sowings to be made in parts 
of Western Bengal. ‘A weak monsoon over the-greater part of the Province 
during July an August had an injurious effect on the erop which Howered 
prematurely and consequently became stunted in growth. Good rain in 
August saved the deshi crop in Western Bengal. Lack of sufficient, water 
for retting of jute was also felt at the beginning, but this difficulty was removed 
by abundant rainfall at the beginning of September. ‘Fhe season, on the 








whole, was not favourable to the crop. < 
Condition ef the crop.-Owing to the unfavourable’season the crop 
outturn isa fair one in Western Tengal, but moderate only in parts of 


Northern and Rastern Bengal. 


- Aoreage.—The area under jute is returned at 2.205,3%3 acres, a decrease 
of 292,822 acres or 11:7 per cent:.as compared with last year’s final figures. 
The decrease. is ascribed chiefly to (1) unfavourable weather conditions, 
(2) Jow price of jute and the uncertainty of future prices, (3) the high price of

Acreage.—The final district returns of the seven jute-growing districts 
of the province show an area under jute of 178,750 acres or in round numbers 
178,800 acres, as compared with 177,800 acres reported in the preliminary 
forecast, 1920, and 203,400 acres last year. The decrease in area was mainly 
in Purnea, where it was attributed to the rise in the price of paddy and fail 
in the price of jute. Insufficient rainfall at the time of sowing restricted 
sowings in Champaran and the Santal Parganas. . 


Weather conditions.—In March the rainfall was above the normal in all 
jute districts. But in April to June it was below the normal everywhere. 
n July the rainfall was below-normal in Purnea, Bhagalpur and Muzaffar- 
Be and above normal in Cuttack, Balasore, Champaran and the Santal 

‘arganas. In August it was below the normal in all jute districts excepting 
Balasore, where it was above normal. ‘The short rainfall in Purnea through- 
out the season has affected the crop and water is also wanting in parts of the 
district for retting the crop. Some damage was ‘done by floods in Cuttack 
and Balasore. The season has not been favourable for the crop this year on 
the whole. ‘ 


Outturn.—In the important districts of Purnea and Cuttack the out- 
turn of the crop has been reported as 60_and 75 per cent.; respectiveiy, 
Champaran reports a normal crop. Balasore, Muzaffarpur, Bhagalpur and 
the Santal Parganas report 90, 66, 70 and 72 per cent., respectively.

jaracter of the Season.—Crop sowings generally commenced at the nor- 
mal time in the eastern and northern districts, where.the operations, how 
ever, were somewhat retarded by the excessive rain in March. ‘The rain 
fall in April and May was insufficient for ploughing and sowing operations, 
especially in some west Bengal districts, But in eastern and northern 
Bengal there was adequate moisture in the soil, especially in the low-lying. 
tracts, and the operations proceeded satisfactorily and were almost finished 
by the end of May, although a little more rain would have benefitted the 
growth of the crops. During the first part of June, the crops generally 
suffered from the continued drought, but the rainfall in subsequent months 
improved the situation. Considerable damage is reported to have been 
caused by drought in Birbhum, Dinajpur, Pabna, Malda and Tippera and. by 
flood in July in parts of Midnapore. On the’ whole the season may be 
regarded as a fair one, 

Acreage.—The total area sown with the different bhadot crops this year 
is refort®d to be 5,922,000 acres against 5,991,900 acres and 5,827,800. dcres 
respectively in the corresponding and final forecasts of last year. Of this 
the area under autumn rice is estimated at 5,088,200 acres this year: against 
5.125,300 acres and 4,961,600 acres respectively in. the corresponding and. 
final forecasts of last year. 

Outturn.— According to the district officers? estimates, the outturn of the 
different bhadoi crops for the province works out to 84 percent. of the 
normal against 84 and 85 per cont, reported respectively in the correspon- 
ding and final forecasts of the last year. Autumn rice, the most important 
of the bhadoi crops, shows an outtirn of 85 per cent. for the province this 
year, against 86 and 87 per cent. reported respectively. in the corresponding 
and final forecasts of last year.

Two crops, agriculturally distinct, ara returned in the winter rice 
forecasts, one the broadcasted deep-water rice found mostly in Eastern 
Bengal and sown from the beginning of March onwards, the other and more 
important crop being transplanted from seed-beds in July and. August, 
Karly rainfall (not sufficient to cause flooding) suits the sowing of the broad- 
cast crop and of seed-beds for the transplanted varieties. Good general 
rainfall in July and August permits of a lurge urea of the transplanted. crop 
being planted, while plentiful showers in October securea full crop in those 
districts where the soil is, on account of its high situation or of its compara- 
tive porosity, not ideally suitable for paddy cultivation. Both crops are 
harvested about the same time, the main ‘crop being ponerally eut in 
December. H 

Character of the season.—The rainfall in February and Mareh was in 
excess of the normal and was sufficient for the preparatory tillage. Opera- 
tions, however, were hampered in many places owing to scantiness of rain- 
fallin April, May and the first part of June. The sowing of broadcast winter 

* paddy and of seeds in nurseries commenced from April. The long spell of 
drought that prevailed up till the first part of June retarded the germina- 
tion and growth of the crop in many parts, especially on high lands in some 
West Bengal districts. Moderate rain that fell in the latter part of June 
and in July and the slow rise of rivers generally improved the growth of 
the broadcast crop, but proved insufficient for the transplantation, of seedlings 
in many places, especially in the northern and some western districts. The 
deficiency of rainfall in July was, however, made up by the sufficient rainfall 
in August when a large area was put under transplantation, and the pros- 
pects of the broadcast crop since then have improved greatly. Damage by 
excessive rain and flood is reported from parts of Jessore, Hooghly, Howrah, 
Bogra, Dinajpur and Tippera. The disastrous floods’ in the Midnapore 
district caused damage to the extent of about 2 annas. The outlook, on the 
whole, may be-regarded as favourable. 

Acreage.— According to the figures returned by district officers the total 
urea under the winter rice crop ix 15,319,500 acres, as compared with 
15,379,400 and 15,606,100 acres in the corresponding und final forecasts of last 
year. The decrease is to be attributed chiefly to want.of rain at sowing 
time. ‘ 

Outturn.—From the summary of the district returns appended it will be 
seen that six districts expect a normal crop; sixteen districts report a crop 
between 75 to 94, and the remaining five districts return between 50 to 67 
per cent. of the normal. According to the above estimates, the provincial 
outturn_works out to 83 per cent. as against 89 per cent. of the normal 
respectively in the first and final forecasts of last yeir. The averaging of 
district estimates for the first forecast has, however, not always proved a 
trustworthy means of arriving at the real provincial figures, a8 most of the 
outturn figures are based on the assumption of weather conditions prevail- 
ing at the time the reporis were sent in, There is still time for the outturn 
‘of the transplanted crop to be affected by weather, and as a matter of fact the 
“heavy rainfall of mid-September has greatly benefited the crop.

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CALCUTTA TRADE FLUCTUATIONS. 


‘THE following tables are intended to show the trade by all roates, ie, 
by rail, river, canal, road, and sea, of the Calcutta block* in certain selected 
articles during the months of April to July, 1990, as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1919and 1918. ‘Phe statistics have been compiled 
from returns furnished by the Collector of  Oustoms, Caleutta, Railway 
Audit Offices, Steamer Companies, the Commissioners for the Port of 
Caleutta, the Collectors of the 24-Parganas and Howrah, and the Assistant 
Engineer, Calcutta Canals. 


General Summary. 


Imports.—The imports of rice, including paddyt, into Caleutta by rail, 
river, canal, road, und sea (coustwise) during thé months of April to July, 
1920, amounted to 3,690,000 maunds, as against 8,119,000 maunds, in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year,—u decrease of 54 percent. “Chere 
Was an ‘increase of 29 per cent in the imports of coal and coke (43,028,000 
maunds as against $3,381,000 maunds last yeur). ‘The imports by rail, 
river, road, and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton niseasostle showed an 
increase of,28 per cent, the total value amounting to Rs,'396 lakhs as against 
Rg. 310 lukhs in 1919. The quantity of indigo imported during the mouths 
of Aptil to July, 1920, increased from 972 muunds to 3,108 maunds- ‘The 
imports of raw jute amounted to 1,263,000 bales as against 868,000 bales 
an increase of 45 per cent. The importations of gunny bags also showed an 
increase from 128 million bags to 167 millions, The total imports of oilseeds 
(linseed and rape and mustard seed) decreased by 10 per cent from 3,728,000 
maunds to 3,352,000 maunds. ‘The imports of sugar increased'by 60 per cent 
from 201,000 maunds to 322,000 maunds and those of tea decreased by 25 per 
cent from 726,000 maunds to 542,000 maunds. 

Exports.—''he value of the exports of cotton piecegoods, foreign, from 
Calcutta by all routes during the months.of April to July, 1920, Rs. $73 lakhs 
Tas almost the same as in the corresponding period of the preceding year. 
The exports of gunny bags (including the exports by sea to foreign 
countries) increased from 354 million bags to 457 millions ; the shipments 
of gunny bags to other Indian ports also showed an increase from lf to 
17 millions in number in the period under review. “Che quantity of 
kerosene oil despatched from Calcutta and Budge-Budge by internal routes 
and by seu (coastwise) increased from 1,873,000 maunds to 1,875,000 maunds.

Department shows a small 
decrease in the mortality of animals from’ contagious diseases during. the 
year, the total number of deaths reported being 14,898 as against 15,569 in 
the previous year. There was, however, a’ noticeable increase in mortality 
from rinderpest, the number of deaths from which was 12,178 as against 
10,772 in the paprions year. This increase is primarily due to heavy out- 
breaks irr the Tippera district, . There were in all 537 outbreaks of rinder- 
est, hemorrhagic septicemia, and anthrax, and 84,896 animals were 
Inoculated as against 67,083°animals in 426 outbreaks in the previous year. 
The death-rate amongst the inoculated was only -4 for the whole province: ; 
onthe other hand seventeen times as many uninoculated animals died-during 
the outbreaks. Leaflets dedling’ with the prevention and treatment of cattle 
diseases were freely distributed. The Governor in Council notices with satis-

‘The drought 
that prevailed from the months of April to the first part of June affected the 
growth of the crop to some extent especially in some western and northern 
‘districts. ‘Subsequent rainfall proved very beneficial and the present pros- 
pects are reported to be favourable on the whole. Damage by deought is 
reported from, the districts of Nadia and Pabnajand by flood and heavy rain 
from parts of Midnapore only. 

Acreage:—he total area planted with sugarcane for the province is 
reported to be 219,500 acres this yeur, against 218,600 acres and 217,900 acres 
Teported in the corresponding and final forecasijof last year.

Character of the season—During the month under report the rainfall 
was above the normal in the eastetn and northern districts; elsewhere the 
fall was- defective The fall was markedly in excess in Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri, 
Rangpur, Malda, Dacea, Noakhali and Cooch-Behar. ~The usnal rainfall 
statement is appended. ‘ 

2. Progress of agricultural operations.—Good rainfall during the earlier 
part of the month facilitated the transplantation of winter paddy all over 
the Presidency, especially in the northern and eastern districts. ore rain, 
however, was needed in the western, districts. .The weeding of winter 
puddy and the cutting, steeping and washing’ of jute were in progress. ‘The 
harvesting of autumn paddy was completed in the districts of Wastern and 
Northern Bengal, but it was still in progress in some of the districts of 
Western Bengal, Preparatory tillage for the next spring crops commenced 
in some districts during the latter part of the month. 

3. State of ing crops.—The condition of deep water winter paddy 
and aigecait wis satisfactory and that of transplanted paddy was reported 
to be fair. 

4. Prospects and probable outturn.—The present outlook of winter 
paddy was reported to be promising in almost all the districts of Kastern 
und Northern Bengal, but in the Western Bengal districts, especially in 
Nadia; Murshidabad, Jessore, Sapien, Birbhum and Midnuapur rain was 
badly wanted for the growth of the crop. ‘The outturn of autumn paddy is 
antigipated to be 85 per cent of the normal, 

“6 Bamage to standing crops.—Slight damage to jute and other standing 
crops by insect-pests was reported from. places in Nadia, Jessore and Hooghly. 
Some damage to winter paddy, specia!ly in the lowlying tracts, was caused 
by flood and excessive rainfall in Rajshahi, Dinajpur, Rangpur, Bogra, 
afsiiecsitiol and Tippera. ‘The extent of the damage done was not serious. 

6. Gondition of agricultural stock.—Sporadic cases of cattle disease 
were reported from nine districts. : 

7. Failure of pasturage and fodder.—There was suflicient fodder in all 
the districts and no scarcity was felt anywhere. 

Prices of food-grains.—During the second half of the month under 
review. the price of common rice of the cheapest quality rose in six districts, , 
fellin 15 and remained stationary in others.

CALCUTTA TRADE FLUCTUATIONS, 


‘THE following tables are intended to show the trade by all routes, ie. 
by rail, river, canal, road, and sea. of the Calcutta block" in. certain selected 
articles during the months of April to August, 1920, as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1919 and 1918, The statistics have been compiled 
from. returns fimntiibds by ‘the Collector of Customs, Caleutta, Railway 
Audit Offices, Steamer Companies, the Commissioners for the Port . of 
Calentta, the Collectors of the 24-Parganas and Howrah, and the Assistant 
Hngineer, Calcutta Canals; - 


General Summary. 


(mports.— Che imports of ride, including paddyt, inte Caleutta® by rail, 
river, canal, road, and sea (coustwise) during the months of April to August, 
1920, amounted to 4,471,000 maunds, as against 9,510,000 maunds in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year—a decrease of 53 percent. There 
was an increase of 82 per cent in the imports of coal and coke - (55,270,000 
maunds as against 41,791,000 maunds last year). The imports by rail, 
river, road, and sea (coastwise). of Indian® cotton piecegoods showed an 

* increase of 16 per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 4,66 lakhs as against 
Rs, 4,08 lakhs in 1919. The quantity of indigo imported during the months 
of April to August, 1920, increased Trom 1,431 maunds to 3,124 maunds, The 
imports of raw jute amounted to 1,733,000 bales as against 1,219,000 bales— 
an increase of 42 per cent. The importations of gunny. bags also. showed an 
increase from 169 million bags to 209 millions. The total imports of oilseeds 
(linseed and rape and mustard seed) decreased by 9 per cent from 4,369,000 
maunds to 3,978,000 maunds. The imports of sugar increased by 81 per cent 
from 235,000 maunds to 425,000 maunds, while those of tea decréased by 17 
per cent from 1,084,000 maunds té 897,000 maunds, 

/Exports,—Thé value of the exports of cotton piecegoods, foreign, from 
Calcutta by all routes during the months of April to August, 1920, increased 
by 5 por cent (Rs 10,29 lakhs as against Rs 9,77 lakhs last year). The exports 
of gunn: bans (ineluding the exports by sea to foreign countries) increased 
from 439 million bags to 591 millions; the shipments of gunny bags to other 

Indian ports. also showed an increase from 16 to 19 millions in. number in 

the period undet review. The quantity of kerosene oil despatched from 

Calcutta and Budge-Budge by internul routes and by sea (coastwise) decreased - 

from 2,390,000 maunds to 2,310,000 maunds.

Financial Results. 


3. The receipis, which in 1916-17, the last year of the preceding 
triennium, were Rs, 2,46,13,496, fell to Rs. 2,35,02,730 in 1917-18, but Tose to 
Rs. 2,59,31,580 in 1918-19. During the last year of the period under review, 
the receipts, as reported by the Accountant-General, Bengal, plus 
Rs. 12,57,818 paid to the Calcutta Improvement Trust, being the collection 
of the’ increased. stamp duty leviable under section 82 of the Calcutta 
Improvement Trust Act, 1911, and also Rs. 4,99,000, the provincial share of 
the sale-proceeds of unified stamps credited to non-postal revenues, amounted 
to Rs. 4,13,15,702, an increase of Rs. 53,84,122, or 20°7 per cent., as compared 
with those of 1918-19, and of Rs. 78:12, 972, or 33°2 per cent., over those 
of 1917-18. The increase occurred both under judicial and non-judicial 
stamps. 


A.—dudicial Stamps. _ 


5. The sale-proceeds of court-fee stamps (excluding stamps for copies) 
rose steadily during the past three years. The receipts during 1919-20 were 
Rs. 1,78,21,873 against Rs. 1,66,78,415 in 1918-19, and Rs. 1,54,64,461 in 
1917-18. Compared with 1918-19, there was an increase in 1919-20 of 
Rs. 11,48.468, which was shared by all the divisions. The largest increase, 
Rs, 6,02,747, was contributed by the Prosidency Division owing, it is said, to 
the increase in litigation and to the commencement of settlement operations 
in Nadia, Murshidabad and Jessore. The receipts from the sale of stamps 
for copies fell from Rs, 7,25,815 in 1917-18 to Rs. 6,90,337 in 1918-19, but 
rose to Rs. 7,36,934 in 1919-20. The receipts rom the sale of plain paper 
rose from Rs. 3,453,213 in 1917-18 to Rs. 3,655,467 in 1918-19, and to 
Rs. 8,81,197 in 1919-20. r 


8.—Non-Judiclal Stamps. 


6. The revenue derived from the ‘sale of non-judicial stamps docing 
1919-20 showed an increase of Rs. 41,71,382, or 50°8 per, cent., a8 compare 
with 1918-19, and of Rs. 54,12,500, or 77°7 per cent., over that of the first 
year of the triepnium. The increase was shared by all Classes of ‘Stamps. 

7. Impressed stamps.—T' ‘he receipts from the sale of impressed stamps 
{the most important item among non-judicial stamps) showed a progressive 
increase during the past three years. The revenue, which amounted to 
Rs, 34,64,819 in 1917-18, rose to Rs. 37,26,258 in 1918-19 and to Rs. 50, 88,970 
in 1919-20. The growth in revenue was shared by all the divisions. The 
increases in the districts of the 24-Parganas and Calcutta are noticeable, being 
92°2 and 107° per cent., respectively, in 1919-20, over the receipts of 1917-18. 
‘Tho increase in the former district is ascribed partly to the isi) of land 
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high price by the Calcutta Imptovemént Trust to the public, and partly to the 
purchase of land by mill-owners and speculators. In Calcutta, it is ascribed 
toa large number of transfers of moveable properties owing to the prosperous 
condition ofstrade, aswell ag to the issue of a large number of mining and 
other leases. In other districts, the increase is attributed generally to the 
execution of a large number of sale aud mortgage deeds owing to the high 
arices of foodatis,. cloth and other necessaries of life. + 


"8. Hundis or inland bills-of-exchange.—T'ic revenue derived from the 
sale of hundi or bill of exchangé stamps fell from Rs. 1,89,691 in’ 1917-18. to 
Rs. 1,76,776 in 1918-19, but rose ito Rs. 2,88,93)) in 1919-20, out of which 
Calcutta ‘contributed Rs. 2,72,121 against Rs, 1,77,663 ‘in 1917-18" and 
Rs. 1,62,020 in 1918-19. ‘The increase in Calcutta -is attributed to the fact 
that business among Indian traders, specially Marwaris, returned to more 
normal conditions after the war. 


9. Impressed tabels or special adhesive stamps.—Tho receipts from 
the sale ‘of these etamps showed a progressive incroase during the past three 
years. The receipts, which amounted to Rs. 16,15,793 in 1917-18, rose to 
Rs, 24,12,878 am 1918-19 and to Rs, 44,54,096 in 1919-20. These stamps are 
used principally in Calcutta, where the receipts during 1919-20 showed an 
increase. of 84°7 por cont. as compared with those of 1918-19 and of 175°7 per 
cent. over those of 1917-.8. Tho increase is attributed to trade activity after 
the war. ‘3 


10. Foreign bill stamps.— The receipts from these ‘stamps, which are 
sold mainly in Calcutta, amounted, in 1919-20, to Rs, 3,17,692 and exceeded 
those of the preceding two years by Rs. 45,846 and Rs. 1,35,453, or 168 and 
74°3 per cent,, respectively. The increase is due to increased activity in 
foreign trade which has ovcurred after peace was declared. 


11. Share transfer stamps.—Sales of these stamps, which are used 

for the payment of stamp duty.on transfers of shares of public companies, are 

. practically confined to Calcutta. Che revenue rose from Rs. 5,79,646 in 1917- 

18 to Rs. 6,74,778 in 1918-19 and to Rs. 11,48,112 in 1919-20, ‘This remarkable 

iterease is attributed"to a genoral improvement in trade and to continued 
speculation, specially in jute mill shares. 


12. Stamps for legal practitioners’ licenses.—The receipts from the 

sale of these stamps during 1919-20 were Rs, 1,42,302, showing an increase of 

8. 5,664 and Rs. 6,037 over the receipts of the years 1918-19 and 1917-18, 
respectively. 


(13. Notarial stamps.—Tiieso stamps were sold only in Calcutta’ and 
: Chittagong during 1919-20. ‘The sales of the year amounted to Rs. 2,264, in 
comparison with Is. 2,025 and Rs. 1,177 in the previous two years. 


14. Forms for agreements and contracts chargeable with two- 
anna coloured impressions.—Vho income from this source rose from 
Rs. 3,606 in 1917-18 to Rs. 4,127 in 1918-19 and to Rs. 6,508 in 1919-20. 


15. Forms for cheques and receipts.—The sale of these forms, which 
are stamped with one-anna coloured impressions, brought in Rs, 2,83,044 
duving -1919-20, which exceeded the receipts of the previous two years by 
Rs. 67,882 and Rs. 69,187, or by 31'S and 32°4 per cent., respectively. The 
inerease occurred chiefly in Calcutta, and is due to the opening of new banks 
find other activities as well as ta the growing tendency of Indian traders in

19. General.—The main feature of the triennium was the passing of 
Act VII of 1918, which replaced the old Act of 1886 and the subsequent 
amending Acts IV of 1919 and XVII of 1920. The relief afforded by Act 1V 
of 1919 exempting from taxation incomes below Rs. 2,000 was much 
appreciated by middle class assessees} who have been hard hit by present , 
econowic conditions. The commercial and industrial developmént of Calcutta 
has rapidly increased of late and the revenue has risen from a little over 1 
crore, 38 lakhs in 1916-17, the last year of the previous triennium to over ‘ 
8 crores, 15} lakhs in 1919-20, Adding, to this, the amounts collected on 
account of super-tax and excess profits duty, the total revenue amounted to 
about 9 crores and 15 lakhs in 1919-20, ‘viz., income-tax Rs. 3,15,63,577, 
Super-tax Rs. 85,67,502 and excess profits duty Rs. 5,13.68,180. The thanks 
of Government are specially due to Mr. Williams, the present Collector of 
Income-tax, for his smooth and very efficient. administration of the depart- 
ment. He received valuable assistance from the Second Collector, Mr. Crosse, 
and from Babu R. C. Sen, Deputy Collector of Income-tax.» The Governor 
in Couneil desires also to acknowledge the gervicos of all Commissioners and 
District Officers in their satisfactory management of the Department:

Bengal Pilot Service—The number of Pilots including Leadsmen 
Apprentices in the Bengal Pilot Sorvice at the end of the year was 63 against 
the sanctioned number of 74, of whom 14 were on long leave and on deputa- 
tion to military duty. Nine Leadsmen Apprentices were appointed during the 
year. There were four casualties in the service; one Branch Pilot died 
and three of the Leadsmen Apprentices resigned. ‘The majority of the Pilots? 
‘who-were engaged on Naval and Military duties, returned during the year. 
As in tho previous year the system of guaranteed minimum remuneration to 
Pilots with.a view to compensate them for the decrease in the normal 
earnings was continued.

“English market svould not. bear comparison with the high-level rates prevail- * 
ing abroad ‘and “at one time ib became cheaper, nominally, to get re-export 
sais landed ‘in Caleutta from London than to get quinine direct from Java. 
‘The drug began to flow freely to other main distributing centres and. these 
Conditions so threatened London's important export trade that Goverhment 
control was eventually withdrawn leavin, quinine once again‘ a trade free 
commodity. On -decontrol, prices in the nglish market soon reached ¢onti- 
nental and American levels; fluctuations in raies of exchange, however, still 
leaying opportunity for speculition..

4. Fire Loss.— The damage caused by fire and water during the year 
was ostimated at Rs. 28,13,022 being an inctoase of ‘Rs. 12,62,748 over the 
last year and of Rs. 17,75,218 over the average for the past nine yoars, 
The increase of fire loss is due-to several serious jute fires in the Chitpore 
and Howrah areas 'which could not “be rapidly’ controlled owing to the 
inadequate water-supply. The most serious outbreak was the fife at the 
Hanuman Jute Press, Ghoosery, Howrah, where the damage was estimated 
at about Rs. 10,00,000, and in this case water had to be brought from a tank 
1,000 yards ‘away. ‘The avorngo damage per fire during the year wab 
Rs. 5,115 as compared with Rs. 3,635 for the past nine years.

2,892,168 maunds (including %,275,152 maunds issued under the credit 
system) in the corresponding quarter of the previous year. The net amount 
of duty levied was Rs. 33,94,800 (ifcluding Rs. 26,52,244 adjusted under the 
credit system), as against Rs. 38,78,916 (including Rs. 81,65,311 adjusted 
under the credit system) in the previous quarter, and Rs. 39,68,466 (inelad- 
ing Rs. 32,00,209 adjusted under the eredit system) in the corresponding 
quarter of the’previous year.

Character of the season.—As reported in the first forecast, the rainfall 


in February and March was sufficient for the preparatory tillage for broad-— 


Consequently, adequate moisture wag leit in the soil and the 
sowing operations proceeded satisfactorily, especially in the eastern districts 
during the month of April and May where a full area was sown with this 


variety. -In portions of West Bengal, however, sowings finished as late as 


June. Defective rainfall in June and July hampered transplanting, especial 
ly in the high lands of northern and western districts, but this was 
accelerated by the good rainfall received in August and in the early part of 
September.

. 1918-19 and 1919-20, : 


« 1, General results—Birth-rate.—During the yoar 1919 the number of 
reeerded deaths in Bengal exceeded the number of recorded births by 
396,000, or 8°7 per mille of the population. The birth-rate was only 27°5 per 
mille, the lowest returned since 1892 : it was ,5'4 per. mille less than the - 
ratio of 1918 and 5*S per mille less than the average for the preceding five 
years. Every district showed a reduction in the birth-rate, and only 
‘one province. in India returned a-lower ratio, viz., Madras, where it.was 
~25°5 per mille. Tho decrease is attributed by the Sanitary Commissioner to 
economic pressure resulting from the poor harvest of 1918, combined with 
the effect of high prices, the prevalence of influenza and the consequent 
excessive mortality which oceurred in the latter part of 1918 and ‘the. earlier 
months of 1919, th : 


2 Death-rate,—Thenumber of deaths was 226,000 abave tiie quimquon-> 

nial average, though it fell short of the previous year's figure by 86,000. ‘The 
> death-rate represented 36°2 per mille of the population and was higher than 
in any year since 1905 with the éxception of 1918; it was, however, less than 

that returned by four other provinces in India. The heavy mortality of the ~ 
year was tne aftermath of the influenza epidemiceof 1918 and was enhanced 
by. virulent and widespread epidemics of clHolera and small-pox. In the 
opinién of tho Sanitary Commissioner it is difficult to trace any marked 
correlation between the range of prices and the mortality in Bengal, the 
increased prices of food-grains, though they bear heayily on certain classes
